T he boy had a very narrow escape, and 
w ould have been drow ned also, hut for the 
tim ely aid of an Indian w om an living near 
by. 
The hush he caught hold of was bare­ 
ly able to keep him above w ater in th e 
sw ift current, at d his loud cries for h elp 
attracted th e attention of the squaw . 
On 
reaching th e creek she bent dow n another 
bush, to m ake better support for th e bov 
and then m anaged to pull him out. 
T h e 
current had cut a deep channel in th e old 
fording place, so th at stage drivers aud 
others crossed above at Soba’s ford, w here 
the creek was m uch wider, hut th e boy not 
being posted, thought th e old fording place 
was safe enough, if he kept his team well 
up against th e current, w ithout suspecting 
that the stream had cut out such a deep 
channel.

I wrote you a few weeks since an account 
of my trip to Oregon by the coast and 
Crescent City route, and will now give you 
a few items regarding southern Oregon. I 
wrote you in my last letter that I arrived 
at “ Uncle Jack's” pretty well used up. 
After a week's good rest I began to look 
about. 
“ Uncle Jack,” as everyone here 
calls A. J. Henderson, is one of the old- 
timers, having located here in 1855, and 
took a hand in the Indian war of ’56, being 
burned out of house and home. 
Uncle 
Jack, hearing that the Indians were about 
to make an attack, decided to defend and 
protect his home, while the other settlers 
left their homes and took refnge some six 
miles off in a log-house, which they had 
strengthened by digging a trench and 
standing up large logs on end. This fort 
proved a safe refuge for the settlers ; but 
Uncle Jack, after keeping off the red 
devils for three days, his wife melting 
tip everything that would make bullets, 
big am m unition giving out, he finally suc­ 
ceeded in escaping to the fort, when the 
Indians burned his house, barn and crops. 
At this time General Smith was encamped 
on Rogue river with a small force of regu­ 
lars. The Indians surrounded him ,Sm ith 
throwing up intrenchments, digging rifle 
pits, etc., but the Indians were out in great 
force, and as soon as a soldier showed his 
head above the works he was picked off bv 


T H E I ND I A N R I FL E . 
General Smith would have been captured, 
and all massacred, had not volunteers come 
up from Ellensburg,at the mouth of Rogue 
river, and attacked the Indians in such 
force that they were obliged to retire. The 
Ellensburg volunteers then came on to Kir- 
byviile and assisted the settlers in driving 
the Indians from the country. A treaty 
was soon after formed, and the Indians 
placed on reservations, and quiet again 
reigned. Kirbyville is, and has been, the 
county scat of Josephine 
county ever 
since 
the 
connty 
was 
settled 
and 
the county set off from Jackson county. 
This sleepy little town, like so many other 
old mining camps, is situated on the Illi­ 
nois river, a tributary of Rogue river. 
Years ago. during the prosperous mining 
days. Kirby was a lively place; but now it 
is very dead, there being but fifteen or 
twenty families. There are two hotels, two 
stores, blacksmith shop, and two saloons, 
or was, but one closed up a few days since. 
I have said that Kirbyville has been the 
county seat for many years, but will be so 
no more, for at the last election the county 
seat was voted to be changed to Grant’s 
Pass, a new town on the California and 
Oregon Railroad. The people here, like 
the town, are half asleep, or they might 
have kept the county seat here, lin t they 
thought it had been here so long, there was 
no danger of its ever being moved. But 
they awoke one day to find it had been 
moved. 
If they had bestirred themselves 
and built a decent Court-house to meet in 
instead of the old. dilapidated barn of a 
thing they now have, they would have 
kept the county scat. The 


grant's pass 
People have got the county seat, and still 
they are not happy, for they are now at 
war with each other regarding the location 
of the building. Sol Abrams and a Mr. 
Bourne, two moneyed men of the “ Pass,” 
both want the building on their ground. 
Abrams lives in a part of the town called 
“ Jerusalem ,” and Bourne in 
the part 
called “ Jericho.” Jerusalem and Jericho 
having fought long and well, and it being 
a drawn battle, the District Judge has taken 
the matter under advisement and will soon 
settle it. The last session of Court was 
held here a few days since, and the little 
village presented quite a lively appearance, 
people coming in from different parts of 
the county, and there were so many law­ 
yers, jurors and witnesses that the two 
hotels were filled to their utmost capacity, 
and many had to seek quarters with private 
families. There were several cases dis­ 
posed of, the most interesting being three 
divorce cases, a Chinaman’s cáse of robbing 
Bluicc-boxes (he got three years), an indict­ 
m ent for an assault with attempt to kill 
(shot a man in the leg), and another 
the case 
of 
a man 
who 
branded 
a steer 
belonging 
to another party. 
The lawyers, the jurors, the witnesses and 
the people have all gone home, and the 
little town of Kirby has gone to sleep 
again. But they were wide awake here 
once—years ago. 
The Illinois river has 
been one of the rich streams of the coun­ 
try. Samuel Sawyer, formerly of this place, 
later of Oakland, California, and recently 
deceased, once did a large mercantile busi­ 
ness here. It is said that Mr. Sawyer 1ms 
exchanged coin for 


MORE THAN A M ILLION 
In gold dust. The miners used to bring 
the dust in by the mule load. I know your 
readers will say I am “ away o f f b u t did 
they know the hundreds of streams and 
gulches coming from the Siskivous and 
tributaries of the Illinois, they would not 
think this statement an exaggeration. The 
two main triuutaries of the Illinois are the 
Sucker and Althouse. These streams find 
their source away up in the Siskiyaus, and 
have been mined from one end to the 
other, with wonderful success, A t one 
place on the left hand fork of the Althouse, 
some 30 miles above here, pieces have been 
taken out varying from a “color” to nuggets 
weighing seventeen pounds. So your read­ 
ers can, by a mere mental calculation, see 
that a man would not have to work very 
long to get a mule load. Years ago these 
jttream s were thickly settled, and hundreds 
"ofcabinS « « (-built ur>on them or in the 
gulches near, and to day, in riding ur> the 
streams and going through the mountains, 
vou can sec evidences of a once prosperous 
mining cantp. But most of them are de­ 
serted now, although one occasionally 
conies across a cabin that is inhabited. A 
few days since, taking a trip into the Siski- 
yous, almost up to the line that separates 
Oregon from California, 1 found night 
approaching and began to look out for 
quarters for myself and mule, and had 
the good fortune to find a cabin inhabited 
by two old miners. 
When I say “ old 
miners,” I mean it, for these men told me 
they had lived there twenty-seven years. 
They have been rich and poor half a dozen 
times, and are now worse off than ever. 
I 
found these gentlemen intelligent and well 
posted in the affairs of the outside world, 
and well they might be, for after a good 
supper of codfish end potatoes with drawn 
butter gravy, hot biscuit and butter and a 
good cup of coffee, we took our pipes and, 
sitting in front of a big fire in a broad fire­ 
place, we talked of the Sharon-Hill case, 
the gift of Mrs. Crocker of her A rt Gallery. 
Mexican news, etc. My surprise at their 
Intelligence, and being so well posted in 
outside matters, soon vanished as they laid 
before me late leading newspapers from 
East and West. These men have almost 
impoverished themselves, hunting for a 
quartz mine for the last six years, for about 
that time pieces of quartz and gold were 
found in the "diggins” below, that sold to 
the lapidaries for $300. But I fear the poor 
fellows will never find it, for, if I ain any 
judge of the “lay of the land," they are 
working in the wrung direction. 
Like ali 
the old miners of early days in California 
and other lands, the early miners here did 
not look for gold except in the rivers and 
on the bars, and when these creeks and 
bars were worked out. the miner looked 
for new diggings. Now the miner, having 
become educated in mining matters, knows 
that 
T H E BIO PA T 


Is in the old or back channels. 
But the 
miners generally are too poor to handle 
such extensive enterprises. 
It requires a 
large am ount of capital. Since my arrival 
here I have explored the country for some 
thirty miles along the Illinois and its trib­ 
utaries, which took 
me 
pretty 
well 
np into the Siskiyou mountains. 
These 
m ountains are the great 
feeders 
for 
the country lying north of them, as they 
arc the feeders for the mines lying south, ' 


such as Shasta and Yreka, Trinity and 
Klamath rivers. 
In m y travels I have 
found the great main channel, lying in 
placee hundreds of feet above any present 
river. Evidently there has, in ages past, 
an immense river flowed through this sec­ 
tion, or some great ocean current may 
have deposited these great banks of gravel. 
At any rate they are here, and if the same 
ground was in Placer county, Cal., or any 
other county, 
they would 
have 
been 
washed away long ago. As it is, there is a 
great chance for capitalists here, and as the 
"slickens” question has closed up, or will 
eventually close 
up, 
many 
California 
mines, the miners and capitalists must 
hunt for new fields, and here is the place 
for them. 
There 
has always been a 
Southern Oregon, but little has been known 
of this section, it having until recently 
been a good deal isolated. But now the 
people here besin to feel that they are a 
little nearer civilization, as they have a 
railroad but twenty-eight 
miles away. 
W hen the gap between Delta and Ashland 
—130 miles—shall have been covered by 
railroad, then this section will be quite 
easy of access. The settlers here talk of 
“ Grant's Pass” as near by. as their nearest 
railroad depot has been for many years at 
Roseburg, to the north, and Redding much 
further south. There are a good many 


LITTLE RANCHES 
In the comity, and could be a good many 
more if the people had the enterprise and 
push of the Eastern farmer. Oregon was 
originally settled by people from Missouri 
and Arkansas, the United States Govern­ 
ment giving each settler a whole section of 
lan d ; and as each married woman was 
entitled to the same, m any girls were mar­ 
ried at the age of 11 years. The surpris­ 
ingly slow development of such a region 
can only be accounted for by the method of 
settlement, the first comers getting title to 
nearly all the good land. The new settlers 
eagerly seize on every chance for improve­ 
ment, and are doing considerable, but it is 
complained that these old fellows “hold on 
to the land like burs, and die mighty slow.” 
And from longer experience with the “first 
families” 1 am driven to the painful con­ 
clusion that about a hundred 


FIRST-CLASS FUNERALS 
Wouid prove of great advantage to Oregon. 
The rr.ral "web-foot,” as the residents are 
called, an ironical allusion to the climate, 
is fui generis; there is a distinctively Ore­ 
gonian look about all the natives and old 
residents which is hard to describe. Cer­ 
tainly they are not an enterprising people. 
They drifted in here all along from 1835 to 
1855, and some of ibem at un even earlier 
period, when many Western and Southern 
people came to the Pacific coast to engage 
in cattle-raising, not considering the coun­ 
try fit for much else. They left Missouri 
and Arkansas—most of them — because 
those States were even then “ too crowded ” 
for them , and they wanted to get away 
where “ there was plenty o’ range and 
plenty o’ game,” and have a good, easy 
time. W ith one team to each family (time 
being no object to such people) it costs 
them nothing to move, and the peculiar 
land laws applied to Oregon at that time 
gave them every advantage, and have been 
a serious hindrance to settlement ever 
since. The result was, as I have said, that 
hundreds of girls, from 11 to 13 years, were 
married so as tc acquire more land, and a 
further 
result is that 
all 
this 
fine 
land 
is 
owned 
in 
vast 
bodies 
by 
these 
old 
families, 
m any of whotii 
will 
neither 
sell, 
improve, nor hire 
anyone else to improve. 
They acknowl­ 
edge their own laziness, and talk about it 
sogood-humoredly that one is compelled to 
sympathize with them. 
The immense 
timber through which the roads and trails 
run is a constant astonishm ent to the 
traveler. During my trip to the Siskiyous 
I passed through miles and miles of vast 
forests of firs and pine3 of every diameter, 
from one to ten feet. Here is inexhaustible 
wealth in lumber. The fir is harder to 
work than the pine, but more durable. 
W ith good facilities for shipping every acre 
of this forest would be worth $300. But I 
much doubt that this will be in my time. 
Perhaps, when the timber now easy of ac­ 
cess shall have been exhausted, then 
the lumberman m ust go farther hack, and 
will probably find some way of getting it 
to market. 
LUMBER 
In this vicinity can be purchased at the 
mills for from $10 to $12 per thousand; 
they always charge extra for delivering. 
There arc several mills in the mountains, 
and as they can work only in winter, or 
alter the rains begin, they make up the 
loss of the summer m onths bv running 
day and night. 
As we have" had two 
weeks of almost constant ram. the streams 
are 
running 
bank-full, 
the 
sawmills 
are in operation, and the m iner is happy. 
One 
great 
drawback 
to 
success­ 
ful 
or 
profitable farming 
in 
this 
vicinity, is the long, dry speil in summer. 
Although a great deal of rain falls during 
the winter, the soil is of such a porous 
nature that crops- m ust necessarily suffer 
during the hot summer months. T he land 
is strong and fertile, and only needs water 
to produce good results. An irrigating 
ditch would be of inestimable value to the 
rancher, and there are great hopes among 
them that they will soon have one, for I 
am told that a Sacramento company, hav­ 
ing secured some 800 acres of valuable 
mining ground, it will 
necessitate the 
bringing in a ditch some fifteen miles long, 
which, before it reaches thegravel deposits, 
m ust pass through hundreds of acres of 
farming land, and at an altitude that will 
easily furnish water for the farms below. 
From what 1 have seen I honestly believe 
that the Sacramento company have the 
biggest thing on the coast. 
For the benefit of your readers who are 
fond of hunting, I will inform them that 
the country abounds jn game, such as bear, 
deer, grouse, and all the sm all game, such 
as hare, squirrels and quail. 
During the 
last month several bears have passed along 
the road in front of the house, and some of 
them in broad daylight. As we were at 
lunch a few days since, the Countv Judge, 
on his travels through the county, halted 
at the gate and called for every one" to come 
Out, as there was 
. 


AN OLD BEAR 
And two cubs right in front of the house. 
Two of the men dropped knives and forks, 
and each taking a rifle, called the dogs and 
made for the bush. As I had “ lost no 
bears,” I climbed to the roof of the house 
to see the fun. The boys soon came back, 
saying the brush was so thick and the dogs 
” no good,” not having been trained to 
track bear, that they could not find them. 
Titfi wood» are full of deer, and at almost 
any hour of the day one can see them feed­ 
ing with the cattle on the hillside ; and the 
quail ? why they eat with the chickens, and 
some two dozen that were hatched near the 
house came into the yard, and during the 
storm of last week they crowded on to the 
porch, even on the door sill, and would 
look in at us so innocently that I could not 
bear to kill them. So when I want a quail 
dinner I go to the fields for them. 


THE GAME LAWS 
Are very stringent, but any one is allowed 
to kill what they want for theip own use. 
1 had almost forgotten to mention one 
rather interesting item regarding the coun­ 
ty. They have a most novel way here of 
disposing of their paupers. W hen a man 
becomes so pooras to be liable to be thrown 
on the connty, the people call an election 
and elect the man to some office, generally 
a school Superintendent. At least this has 
been the case for the last four years. The 
present incum bent a year ago was bed­ 
ridden, and the teachers had to go to his 
room for their examination.

To visit the historic State and city of 
Tlaxcala. one must make a special pilgrim­ 
age from Puebla, but by a different route 
than that which we lately took to the 
pyramid of Cholulu. One day’s time is 
sufficient, leaving the “ City of the Angels” 
in the morning, and returning thereto in 
the evening. Tlaxcala—which name, trans­ 
lated from the Aztec, means “ Land of 
Bread"—is that famous m ountain republic 
of the aboriginal Indians which shut out 
the despotism of the Moutezumas by an 
insurmountable wall. As early as the days 
of the first Montezuma (Montezuma llhui- 
camina)—somewhere about the year 1440— 
the 
plucky 
little 
province 
was 
so 
completely 
isolated 
that 
its 
people 
could 
obtain 
no 
foreign 
pro­ 
duce, 
not 
even 
cotton 
or 
salt. 
Their only food was the maize they culti­ 
vated and the game they caught among tiie 
snow-capped Xlaxcalan mountains, and 
their clothing was made of the fibers of the 
maguey, braided osiers, or the skins of ani­ 
mats slain in the chase. Their Govern- 
• iuent was a council of Elders, presided 
over by a hereditary chief, and their simple 
yet firm and dignified political institutions 
have been the study and admiration of the 


LEARNED OK llA N T LANDS. 
Cortez found the Tlaxcalans the most 
terrible and undaunted of all his enemies, 
and never could his march to the Capital 
have been accomplished had he not won 
them over to his cause by promising to de­ 
liver into their hands their most ancient 
enemies of Tenochtitlan. It will be re­ 
membered that on the momentous day, the 
8th of November, 1519, when the Europeans 
first entered Tsnochtitlan, the Capital of 
the Western World, now 
called 
the 
City of Mexico, the 
whole 
company 
of 7,000 invaders comprised less than 
400 Spanish adventurers, while all the 
rest were Tiaxcalati warriors ; and to these 
dark-skinned, ferocious allies was mostly 
due the victory on that horrible day of 
butchery—August 13, 1521, the day of St. 
Ilippolytus, the patron saint of modern 
Mexico—when the Aztec empire fell. 
In his letters to Spain, the conqueror 
wrote that a stone wall, nine feet high, in­ 
closed Tlaxcala, extending from mountain 
to mountain, through which he entered 
between overlapping semi-circles of solid 
masonry ; that ho was first attacked by an 
army of 6000 warriors, next day by an 
arm y 100,000 strong, and on the tíiird day 
by 149,000. It is scarcely probable that he 
took time to make so accurate a count 


IN TH E MIDST OF ASSAULT 
And environed by unknown dangers, and 
doubtless, like modern adventurers, the 
story of his exploits lost nothing in the 
recital. H e further asserts : 
" I attacked 
one place, which was so large that it con­ 
tained, according to an examination 
I 
caused to he made, more than twenty thou­ 
sand houses." Of the capital of Tlaxcala— 
the same city which we shall visit to-day— 
Cortez w rote: “ It is larger than Granada, 
and much stronger, containing as many 
fine houses and a much larger population 
than did that city at-the time of its cap­ 
ture.” 
lie adds : “ There is in Tlaxcala a 
market in which every day more than 
thirty thousand peopleare buying and sell­ 
ing. besides many other merchants scat­ 
tered about the city. The m arket contains 
a great variety of articles, both of fund and 
clothing, and all kinds of shoes for thefeet, 
jewels of gold, silver and precious stones, 
and ornaments of feathers, all as well ar­ 
ranged as can possibly he found in anv 
public squaie in the world.” 


TnK MODERN TLAXCALA 
Is a square, flat-roofed, sleepy little place, 
wound around by the Zatuapan river, with 
a present population of about ten thousand, 
although the Mexican official report—a 
rare work of fancy, with scarcely a reliable 
figure in it—givi -s the population as 44.187! 
In the center of the town is the usual plaza, 
a pleasant garden with an antique fountain, 
upon the brim of which is carved a lengthy 
inscription, stating that it was erected by a 
grand Vice-King in 1G4S. Says a recent 
traveler : “ Here is something savoring of 
antiquity at the very sta rt; but further re- 
search'will take us back to the very begin­ 
ning of Tlaxcalan history—to the days 
when Spanish soldiers were honored guests 
of this verv town, and when Montezuma 
was quaking with fear in anticipation of 
their arrival.” 
In 
the 
municipal pal­ 
ace 
are 
four 
paintings, 
having 
names 
which 
the 
student 
of 
history will recognize at once as that of 
allies of Cortez, after he had left behind 
him the hot coast region and had won to 
his cause this valient little Republic. They 
are duly certified to as ‘ true and faithful 
pictures” of Vicente Xicotencatl, Don Lo­ 
renzo Mazieatzoin, Don Gonzalo Tlanexo- 
lolzin. and Bartolomé Zitlalpopoca, as they 
appeared in 1519—the Spanish names pre­ 
fixed to their native titles being those of 
later baptism. The floor of the “ palace” 
chamber wherein these pictures hang is 
piled witli idols, collected hereabouts— 
hideous monstrosities of stone, which were 
worshiped in the early days before Cath­ 
olicism substituted wooden images for In­ 
dian idolatry ; and upon the wall hangs the 
self-same Titulo, or title of freedom, which 
the Slaxcalans presented to the King of 
Spain, while beside it flutters the feathery 
capote, or cape, of the first Indian chieftain 
who received baptism in New Spain.

A FADED 
RAG, 
W hich the uninformed tourist is liable to 
pass by without notice. But pause! There 
is nothing more historically curious to be 
found in the new world, for it is the ¡dent- I 
ical war-worn banner which Cortez carried 
tm his sanguinary march, which has re­ 
mained in Tisxcaian possession (notw ith­ 
standing repeated demands from the gen­ 
eral Government) ever since the subjuga­ 
tion of the Ar.tees! 
The silk, woven 
centuries ago in Castile, Is now faded to a 
dim tca-color and torn in m any [daces, but 
still shows the Spanish arms in th ejip p er 
corner. The banner-staff is gone, hut the 
iron pike—no harder than the heart of the 
conqucrer—that topped the proud emblem, 
remains to tell its doleful story ot fanati­ 
cism, greed anil murder. 
On a little elevation just beyond the 
town, is an ancient convent of Franciscans, 
one of the first of four that were erected by 
the monks of San Francisco, as early as 
1524. Its ceiling is studded with golden 
stars and its roof and rafiers are solid 
beams from the once dense Tlaxcalan for­ 
es! that furnished timber tor those cele­ 
brated brigantines used at the siege of 
Mexico, but which has long since disap­ 
peared, like the builders of those historic 
boats and the “ Friars of orders gray” with 
their oft-repeated 


AVE M ARIA P17B IS6IH A . 
Entering the cool sanctuary, and leaving 
outside all noise and light and merriment, 
seems like a long step backward into an 
era so sacred because of its remoteness, 
that the gentlemen of onr party involun­ 
tarily remove their hats, and all levity is 
abandone'!. 
More tfian a hundred paint­ 
ings, brought from Spain, yet adorn the 
walls of this venerable pile, one of them 
bearing date A. D. 1077, and perhaps the 
finest being the portrait of an early Span­ 
ish Queen. Under glass cases, the bones of 
several holy saints arc securely caged, sent 
from Rome in 1764. 
Everything hereabouts points to the first 
years of Spanish supremacy, arrogance 
and cruelty. 
Ober writes: “ Even the 
old 
bell, 
hanging 
by 
precarious 
clutch 
in 
the 
tottering 
tower, 
is 
dated 1587, and has carved upon it the 
figure of a Conquistador, firing his arque- 
buse into a tree, beneath which crouches 
an abject Indian. 
Inside the church, we 
are reminded that this town of Tlaxcala 
was the first of importance to give in its 
allegiance to the King of Spain, and that 
its claims upon history are strong.” 
We 
stand before a quaint pulpit of soiid stone 
—now plastered over by vandal hands and 
hideously painted in im itation of marble, 
which, with undoubted authenticity, is 
labeled “ E l Primer Pulpito de Ncutü Es- 


¡ pana ”—the first Christian altar erected in 
Mexico. 
Stowed away in a -dim recess 
opposite the pulpitis another object of even 
greater interest, though only 


AN IM M E N SE HO LLO W ED 8TO N E, 
Some six feet 
in diameter, about haif 
as high, and the hollow a foot and a half 
deep. It is called El Puente de Maxieatsm, 
and is no other than the identical fount 
from which the great and warlike Maxi- 
eatzin and his friends, the Senators of 
Tlaxcala. were baptized into the Christian 
religion and—what was more to the pur­ 
pose in those days of danger to the cru­ 
saders—into irrevocable allegiance to Cor­ 
tez and his cause. 
It is not merely a 
matter of tradition, but of history, "that 
when Cortez retreated with the rem nant 
of his army to Tlaxcala, after the dis­ 
astrous defeat of the noche tríete, the 
Tlaxcalans received him with affectionate 
sympathy, instead 
of upbraiding him 
for the loss of 
the flower 
of their 
youth whose lives he had sacrificed to bis 
ambition, the thousand of young men 
whose slaughter had filled every Tlaxcalan 
house with mourning. To convince the 
invaders of the sincerity of their forgive­ 
ness and continued support, the Senate of 
the unconquerable little republic, with 
brave Maxicatzin at their head, presented 
themselves to Cortez for baptism into the 
new faith of which they knew nothing and 
cared less. The inscription on the rude 
Fuente tells the story: “ Este, monumento, 
cuya aufelicidad conserve la tradición, fue la 
fuente bautúrnal de loe últimos Caciques o 
Señores de la Antigua República de Tlascala : 
ei ano de 1520.” 
Another point wortli visiting in the 
vicinity is the old church of San Esteban 
(St. Stephen), two miles from the city, built 
upon the site of Xicotencatl’sancient palace 
—the Tlaxcalan chief who was so basely 
slain before Tezcoco. 
A quaint font is 
found here, made in 1691. and an old paint­ 
ing of the baptism of this worthy Cacique. 
There is no hotel of any sort in’ thcT lax- 
cala’s capital—or, indeed, anywhere within 
the proud old State; therefore, unless the 
tourist's letters of recommendation ex­ 
pressly stipulates for the night’s enteriain- 
tainm ent, he had better make seasonable ar­ 
rangements for getting him self back to 
Puebla. The pride and reserve of tbem od- 
ern Tlaxcalarn appear to partake of the 
character of their ancestors, so that it is 
almost impossible for the unauthorized 
stranger to buy or beg 


TH E FAINTEST SHOW OF HOSPITALITY, 
however honest may be his countenance or 
great his necessities. 
Or perhaps those an­ 
cient worthies of Maxicatzin’s and Xioo- 
tencatl’s time, finding themselves griev­ 
ously “ taken in and done for,” bv their 
excessive hospitality to the first foreign 
visitors, repented so deeply of that early 
indiscretion that the effect yet lingers in 
the minds of their descendants. 
How­ 
ever a day’s tim e is sufficient to “ do” 
the town, and the traveler is advised 
to bring along his luncheon and eat It, as 
we did, in the plaza, though surrounded by 
a curious throng of dogs and native gamin. 
The little State of Tlaxcala has an area of 
only about 4.000 square kilometers, and a 
population of 130,000. It lies at the foot of 
the Sierra Malinche. or Matlacuryatl—so 
named in honor of Cortez and his Indian 
mistress—while thoso mountain 
chains 
called Rancheria de Tlaxco and Alzaganca 
form the northwest border iine. 


TH E PRODUCTS 
Are silver, lead, copper, chalcedony, coal, 
com, barley, wheat, beans, flax, pita fiber, 
and pulque, the intoxicant distilled from 
the century plant. There are two or three 
cotton factories in the State, and the total 
value of taxable property is officially esti­ 
mated at $6,207.860. Tlaxcala is not behind 
in matters of education, tint, besides a State 
Institute, 
supports 
no 
less 
than 
194 
prim ary 
schools, with 
an 
aver­ 
age daily attendance 
of 7,650 pupils. 
Besides 
its 
Capital 
city, 
the 
State 
contains several flourishing little towns 
and villages, chief among which may he 
named H uam antla de Juarez, a station on 
the Mexican ruilroud ; Zacateleo de Zara­ 
goza, with 
nearly 
20.000 inhabitants; 
Tlaxco de Morelas, whose population is 
officially given as 14.S25, but probably 
numbers about half th a .; and Calpulal- 
pam de Ocampo, with 16,000 residents.

nervousness. 
The quantity 
of 
liquors and wines 
recently consumed at the various clubs is 
unprecedented, and all to infuse Dutch 
courage into the hearts of the old men who 
know, they cannot take their hoarded gold, 
w ith which the}'performed so little good t n 
earth, to the shore beyond. Few young 
men in this city are rich, the wealth resting 
in the hands of men from 55 years to 65 
years of age, most of whom came here 
when habits of life were irregular, and 
every form of dissipation was the order of 
the day. Is it then a wonder that they 
manifest a superstition of their early ap­ 
proaching end? 
Five years hence, and 
perhaps sooner, will find the greater num ­ 
ber of these men 


AT ETERNAL REST, 
And they have a premonition of the fact. 
Their vast fortunes will be distributed 
among the members of their immediate 
families—for the average San Franciscan 
does not endow colleges, libraries, etc.— 
and then this city will contain a sure- 
enough gilded youth. 
1 am told by heavy merchants and bank­ 
ers that the annals of this city do not 
record as dull a year as the current one in 
all branches of business, trade and indus­ 
try: the depression is unparalleled. Al­ 
though they assert that the recent copious 
rains have infused fresh hopes in the heart 
of this community, yet on every side one 
hears of contemplated 


RETRENCHMENT. 
Reduction of forces, etc. The Mercantile 
Agency people—close-calculating men—do 
not feel very hopeful in the m atter of an 
early reaction. They set the tiipe for a 
change in the existing condition of affairs 
for the fall of 1S56 or 1887. Now this does 
not appear very encouraging, because in the 
interim m any a solid man may go to the 
wall. 
Visiting a num ber of banks, insur­ 
ance offices and mercantile houses recently, 
for the fiurpose of infonnine myself of the 
real business status of this city and the in­ 
terior, 1 wns told, in most every instance, 
that the general stagnation will necessitate 
i^ther a dismissal of employes or reduction 
of salaries by the 1st proximo. A prom­ 
inent banker says that he expects to see 
about 1,500 first class clerical men thrown 
out of employment within the ensuing 30 
or 60 days. One of the great causes for all 
this is that everybody wants to live in the 
city, and there are but few willing to earn 
a living in the interior. That is not the case 
only with the disengaged bank clerk, but 
the poor laborer is similarly afflicted.

A LA RG S EXODUS 
From here daring the next twelve months, 
the unemployed will be forced to seek 
work in the interior or starve. As an evi­ 
dence of the existing destitution, I desire 
to say that a few evenings since, while 
walking from the corner of ¿’oat and 
Kearnv streets to the corner of Montgom­ 
ery and Sutter streets, seven men, of vari­ 
ous ages, solicited me to take them to a 


place where they could stay their hunger. 
W hat a difference between San Francisco 
of fifteen years ago and to-day!

The license is fixed, by what is known as 
the Harper law, at $500. In the city of 
Chicago this law lias increased the revenue 
to the city from $200.000 to $1.500,000, and 
reduced the saloons from 3,000 to 3,300. In 
Hyde 1’ark, a suburb of Chicago, though 
the population has increased, the saloons 
have been reduced nearly one half, while 
the income, and the consequent reduction 
of taxation, has been multiplied tenfold. 
W liat is more significant is a reduction in 
the num ber of arrests from 1.S95 to 67S. In 
Springfield, the capital of Illinois, the sa­ 
loons have been reduced 33 per cent, in 
number, and the revenue from them has 
been increased 231 per cent. In Peoria the 
saloons have been reduced nearly one half, 
and the revenue has been trebled. These 
are reports from the larger cities. 
In tho 
sm aller towns sim ilar effects have been pro­ 
duced. 
In some of them no licenses are 
granted, and prohibition is secured by local 
option. In nearly if not quite all theothers 
the num ber of saloons has been somewhat 
reduced, the am ount of revenue to the 
State largely increased, and the am ount of 
drunkenness and disorder notably dim in­ 
ished. From six columns of reports that 
lie before us we take some specimen re­ 
ports at haphazard: 
Cairo, 111.—Increase of revenue filly per 
cent.; decrease of saloons nearly fifty per 
cent.; decrease of notable intemperance 
thirty per cent. 
Quincy—Increase of 
revenue 
nearly 
forty per cent.; decrease of saloons thirty 
per cent. 
Tolono—Revenue doubled ; business of 
Police Courts dim inished ninety per cent. 
Toledo—All the low groggeries shut up. 
Vandalia—No decrease of saloons ; 
in­ 
crease of revenue sixtv-six percent.; fewer 
cases of drunkenness, and fewer disturb­ 
ances. 
Morris—Saloons reduced from twenty- 
four to sixteen; revenue increased from 
$2,400 to $8,000. 
We need not. perhaps, continue these re­ 
ports. The general result is expressed by the 
facts that in the State at large the revenues 
of the State have increased from $700,000 to 
over $4,500,000, the num ber ol saloons has 
been reduced from 13.000 to less than 9,000, 
the best elements of both parties unite in 
supporting and enforcing the law, and dis­ 
regard of it apparently finds little sanction 
irom either the people or their natural 
representatives, theCeurts, the Sheri Its. and 
the juries.

R ecord-V nion : The mining inter­ 
ests are improving in this section of the 
State. 
New mines are being opened, and 
old ones are m any of them showing new 
and rich developments. 
In the old Union 
mine a body of fine ore has, been struck. 
The Defiance mine at Darwin, owned by 
Senator Reddy, lias recently shown a fine 
body of smelting ore. At Lookout, the Old 
Coso Mining Company has struck on one 
of its levels a very rich class of-ore, which 
they think will keep the furnaces running 
continuously. At the old l’anannnt mine 
in Telescope range a New York company is 
erecting a mill of ten stamps. 
At Owens Luke an enterprise has been 
started for the purpose of m aking carbon­ 
ate of soda by evaporating the water ol the 
lake in large vats dug in the ground adja­ 
cent, and into which tho water is pumped. 
It is thus far an experiment, but if it suc­ 
ceeds as well as anticipated there will be 
“ millions in it." 
Capt. J. M. Keeler, formerly a member of 
the Legislature, has prepared a course of 
three lectures upon Inyo county, by which 
lie expects to make known to the public 
the resources and facts of interest in Inyo 
county. The subjects of the lectures are: 
The first, “ The Mountains and Valleys of 
Inyo; What Has Been and What Shall Be.” 
The second. “ Owens Lake; Its Mysteries 
Above and Beneath the Surface; Its Min­ 
eral Properties and Grand Surroundings.’’ 
The third, “ The Pacific Slope from the old 
Cretaceous Sea-wall to the Summit of 
Mount W hitney”—offering reasons for the 
erection ol' a national observatory on its 
summit.

goes to show that the old story of the burn­ 
ing of the Maiif of Orleans is a fable. There 
is proof that Joan lived in the town of 
Metz on the 30th of May, 1436. She was 
then recognized by her brother. There is 
a record in the archives of Metz declaring 
her marriage to one Robert dez Armoises, 
Knight, and mentioning the birth of two 
sons. After Joan was married she was 
known as Dame Joan, and whenever she 
camc to Orleans she was sumptuously e n ­ 
tertained with meat and wine at the ex­ 
pense of the town. There is a record which 
materially assists this proof, and shows that 
the town of Orleans paid her 210 livres as a 
recompense for services rendered during 
the siege. 
It was always difficult to believe 
that a King who owed his crown to a mere 
girl could suffer her to be burned alive 
without raising his voice, it was necessary 
that the English soldiers, who believed her 
to be a sorceress, should think she was 
burned, but Charles Y il. knew it was a 
farce, and could therefore afford to remain 
passive.

RE' ROSPECTIVE - MAILS 
NOW. 
THEN 
AND 


It more than repays the thoughtful 
whose memory recalls the anti-railruad 
and pioneer days of the Pacific coast to re­ 
flect upon the postal facilities of that time, 
as compared to those of the present. 
Be­ 
fore the transcontinental lines were pro­ 
jected upon the basis of postal and military 
roads, the mails to this coast were infre­ 
quent and irregular. 
By steamer they 
came at first once a month, and later once 
each fortnight. 
The slow and hazardous 
■methods of transmission by water made 
commerce and financial dealings upon this 
coast the slaves of stated periods, between 
which transactions 
were 
conducted at 
greatly more of hazard than was known at 
•the East, and largely tq>on conjecture as to 
w hat the-ncxt-to arrive advices would be. 
The construction of the transcontinental 
telegraph lines to some extent relieved 
trade, but it was very lim ited and entailed 
a degree of cost that was more than heavy 
and crippling. 
The enterprise of the daring riders, the 
once famous pony expressmen,preceding the 
completion of the telegraph lines, and dos- 
*g up the gap gradually as the electrical 
wires were advanced, gave us advices all 
the way from three weeks to ten days of 
age. 
The condition of this remote coast at 
that time was embryotic. 
The news was 
the one great, overshadowing and fruitful 
topic, and the feverish state of the country 
between dates of advices retarded develop­ 
ment and lessened public energy to an ex­ 
tent scarcely conceivable by the new men 
of this day. 
T he ax of the pioneer has but little pre­ 
coded the postal system of the country. 
Indeed, they may lie said to have been, for 
all practical purposes, contemporaneous. 
T he link that has held the advance guard 
to tiie body of our civilization has l>een, 
and must continue to be the postal system, 
which means, in fact, the whole system of 
communication and transportation between 
th e various points of the country. 
But in 
no part of the history of the Union has 
the immeasurable advantages of speedy 
m ail transmission been so vividly illustra­ 
ted as in the case of tlie transcontinental 
railroads. 
I’rior to their advent, the mail transport 
was conducted at a great expenditure of 
human energy, and at more or less sacrifice 
o f human life. 
The maintenance of routes 
and posts necessitated m ilitary defenses of 
the most costly and exhausting character. 
Tiie Postal Department could 
not he 
trusted with any greatly valuable packa­ 
ges, and the certainty of any delivery was 
always remote. 
Postal rates, xs a neces­ 
sity, were high and did not at any time 
approach a compensating figure. 
Mail 
routes were not inviting to settlers, since 
the protection afforded, of necessity was 
devoted mainly to the posts established. 
T he Ixtrder West was, in more sense than 
one, the wild West, and disorder and law­ 
lessness ruled oftener than peace and the 
arm of the law. 
But with the completion of the trans­ 
continental roads a marvelous change w% 
effected. 
For 
the uncertainty of the 
former means of transmission came regu­ 
larity. 
For the dangers of the primitive 
mode- were substituted safety and ease-. 
For the vast burden upon the Govern­ 
m ent of the cost of transmission, place 
was given to economy. 
For the meager- 
tiess of the speedy mail that could lie car­ 
ried in the saddle-bags of the* pony 
» express rider, was substituted official ea- 
pacity to carry tons of m atter daily. 
For 
the slow-going coach with its l>oot-load of 
bags, and the toiling steamer with its de­ 
layed advices, there were substituted ears 
daily carrying ton- of mail, and collecting 
and distributing mail matter over the 
thousands of miles traversed. 
For a limited and costly current litera­ 
ture there was given us as full access to 
th e press of the world as was enjoyed by 
th e i*eople of the settled East. 
Immigra­ 
tion, that theretofore had gone timidly out 
into the new land with its rifle and its 
powder horn, fastened tqion the skirts of 
th e rail mail route in multitude, and 
dropjied here and there along the line, 
building up cities and towns, occupying 


and are to be. 
We turn to the debates in Congress upon 
the granting of aid to these agencies, and 
find, in truth, that not one of the then 
imaginative pictures of the immense influ­ 
ence for rapid development of the country 
that the roads would exercise was over­ 
drawn. 
It was customary then to look 
upon oratorical effort in that direction as 
fanciful and overcolored to a degree that 
excited the ridicule of those less sanguine 
than the far-sighted men who conceived 
the idea of transcontinental rail routes, 
and the devoted men whose iron wills and 
untiring patience accomplished the great 
task in less than half the time allotted 
them, and won from all the civilized world 
the verdict of having effected the m ight­ 
iest work of the age. 
By the light of history of th e past quar­ 
ter of a century it will be disclosed that 
the men were prophetic who declared 
u|ion the floor of Congress that the T erri­ 
tories and States of the Union upon the 
Pacific would never be truly annexed until 
a rail mail route hound them to the East, 
and that the Government could assume no 
obligations, however generous or bounte­ 
ous, th at would not be compensated to the 
uttermost by the natural benefits to flow 
from such construction. 
Let the people of this day glance back­ 
ward over the history of the ’50s and ’60s, 
as related to this coast, and they will real 
ize how fully and amply the marvelously 
prophetic declarations of the friends of the 
transcontinental railroads have been fill 
filled, and how, in a severely practical 
sense, and freed from every particle of sen­ 
timent, these great routes have been in­ 
struments of progress, civilization and de­ 
velopment ; agencies reaching out and 
touching with benign influence art, trade, 
industry, commerce, production and na­ 
tional unity. 


THE TRUE VIEW. 


The financial obligation of the trans 
continental railroads to the Government is 
popularly treated as a debt. 
But in fact it 
is not a debt in the true sense of the word. 
The Government of the United States 
gave no money aid to the Central Pacific 
Railroad, for instance. 
Its land grants 
were bounties, hut they were in a truer 
sense wise investments by the Govern­ 
ment ; for every acre so granted the Gov- 
ernt lias, in the settlement of the country 
and the augmented price of its other lands, 
more than received value ten-fold. 
So far 
as the loan of the credit of tiie Govern­ 
ment is concerned, that too has inured 
more greatly to the benefit of the Govern­ 
ment than to the assisted railroads. 
If 
the credit loaned be considered from a 
loftier plane than that of cold finances, it 
will lie clear to any mind that the people 
of the United 
States 
have been 
re­ 
cipients of benefits so manifold as to 
render the consideration of the actual 
outlay 
by 
the 
Government 
a 
m at­ 
ter of comparative 
small 
importance- 
The 
m atter 
of 
the transportation of 
troops and munitions of war; and aug­ 
mented carriage 
of mail m atter; 
the 
speed and the lessened cost of the service; 
the vast reduction in transportation rates 
generally front the high figures of the 
ante railroad period; the linking of the 
country east and west in an indissoluble 
bond; the ease with which the distant and 
outlying m ilitary posts of the Government 
have been reached ; tiie impetus given to 
immigration and the settlement of the 
la n d ; 
the development of mining and 
agricultural interests and regions; the 
vastly augmented projiertv values, and the 
enhanced revenue of the Government—all 
those are tilings with which the public is 
familiar. 
It is not needed at this day to 
dwell upon them to recall to the intelli­ 
gent mind the inestimable lienetit to tiie 
whole country th at hit- resulted from the 
construction of the Pacific railways. .Nor 
will the people of the country, in the con­ 
siderations likely to come liefore tiie ap­ 
proaching session of Congress upon the 
official reports already submitted relative 
to the financial relations lictween the 
roads and the Government, forget them. 
They will now, in the calm of accomplish­ 
ment and the light of the advancement of 
the country, lie considered, not merely as a 
question lietween debtor and creditor, but 
upon the loftier plane of statesmanship. 
As the New York Star says, in treating the 
subject of the aids given the roads: 
These were not m ere money-lending oi>era­ 
tions, like banking, and the com m unity does 
gain immensely by the outlay. One or the best 
uses o capital, or credit, ever made by the 
United States, though not a dollar in cash be 
returned to the treasury beyond what is earned 
by services. was when the experim ent of an 
iron road to the Pacific was first authorized by 
Congress. 
This very -tatement of this proposition 
covers the whole ground. 
No one wants 
the railroads to lie relieved of a single ob­ 
ligation that it is right and proper they 
should discharge: no one asks that there 
shall lie anything else thau justice done in 
treating witii them—except it he the few- 
intolerant men who deem any and all 
schemes to cripple transportation interests 
justifiable, on the ground that railway 
corporations are public enemies. The Star, 


CHARGES AGAINST A CANDIDATE 
AND HIS REPLY.

There has happened what we feared 
would happen. The extreme, the radical 
and the communistic elements have taken 
the Labor Convention captive, and the 
callers of the Council, the Knights of La­ 
bor, have withdrawn front the body and 
refuse it countenance any longer. All this 
is very bad—as ill as it could he. 
It will 
be quoted against us at the East, and un­ 
less the socialistic element is at once, and 
most pronouncedly, repudiated and con­ 
demned by the public of this State, the 
anti-Chinese cause will he set back a de­ 
cade. The “ divide-every-Saturday-night’’ 
fellows must lie put under the ban of pub­ 
lic expression, or ill consequences will fol­ 
low their heated declarations in the Labor 
Convention. The Knights of Labor see 
this very clearly, as is evident from their 
proclamation withdrawing from the as­ 
semblage. 
They say : 
“ The committee 
recognize the fact that the prosperity of 
the State, as well as the nation, depends 
upon the perfect security of person and 
property. 
W ith this view, we caunot in­ 
dorse anything that tends toward violence, 
and therefore withdraw from the Conven­ 
tion.’’ 
The Bulletin, of San Francisco, referring 
to this question evidently, though it does 
not mention the Convention in that con­ 
nection, well and timely says: 
Order is the suprem e consideration. If it is 
violated in any particular, in a large com m u­ 
nity like this, nothing is safe. The transition 
trom violence in any form to general anarchy is 
easy enough. A breach of the law can never 
lie confined to a single spot. If tolerated, it 
spreads to the whole social structure. The Chi­ 
nese cancer can uud will becxtirpated, but only 
by lawful proceedings. The Restriction Act 
has not boon adm inistered as it ought. There is 
hope that it will be so am ended at the next Con­ 
gress as to prevent all cvusion. There is a ne­ 
cessity for the exercise of patience. Any one 
who w ants to do the Chinese a serviec will coun­ 
sel violent measures. Such a course can have 
no other effect but to array the whole power of 
the Government on the other side. In addition 
to tlits. nothing can come of disorderly proceed 
ings. 


S p e a k in g of the Labor Convention, un­ 
der the rule of the Socialists, the San 
Francisco Alta says: 
Sixty men propose to m ore 10,OX) Chinese out 
of this city in sixty days .’ How are they going 
to do it? It cannot be done by lawful means. 
No exception is made of the 'Chinese banker, 
m erchant, insurance man, real estate holder. 
W ithin sixty days they must all go. Now, we 
are rather inure opposed to the presence of 
these people here than anybody else, hut we 
know- that w hat is not sense m ust be nonsense, 
and we know that there is just one way only to 
carry out the edict of the Labor Convention, 
and that is by the wholesale slaughter of the 
Chinese, and the consequent jeopardy of life 
and property throught the city. Unless the res­ 
olution is a piece of crim inal brag and bun­ 
combe, of chatter and vaporing, it m eans the 
use of violent m easures which will bear heav­ 
ily upon San Francisco lor years to come. 
We are very much inclined to lielieve 
these sixty men represent an element that 
is in earnest. 
Folly is always in earnest. 
Tlie riotous tendency always is sincere in 
spirit, even when moved to action by dem­ 
agogues.

thing to do is to 
arouse 
the pub­ 
lic to a sense of the danger 
that broods 
over the legitimate efforts to restrict Chi­ 
nese immigration. 
To be well prejiared is 
to be well armed. 
The people of San 
Francisco must show that California is 
law-abiding, tlie enemy of socialism, the 
foe of disorder, and a champion of law and 
justice th at is equal to the task of making 
its preaching and its practice conform. 


G e n e r a l R oseck ans returns the chal­ 
lenge in General G rant's paper on the 
battle of Chattanooga. 
In a paper in tlie 
current number of the North American He. 
view lie treats of “ The Mistakes of < rrant,” 
and spares no language to array the great 
chieftain as false, incompetent and preju­ 
diced. 
His concluding hitter sentence is 
the key to tlie whole article, wherein he 
says lie cannot remain silent “ and permit 
insatiable and conscienceless egotism, under 
the shadow of a great name, to masquerade 
as the muse of history.”

E ds. Record-U nion : I am compelled by 
cards in this evening's Bee to ask the privi­ 
lege of replying in print, though as a rule 
I deprecate responses to anonymous assail­ 
ants as a method of defending character. I 
shall ask the favor of reply also in your 
contemporary. I find that I am charged : 
First—By 
anonymous correspondents 
with having demanded $400 ot Carle A 
Croly for assisting in procuring a contract 
for them, for the construction of the school 
building at Tenth and P streets. 
And it is 
stated that Directors E. K. Alsip and Frank 
Avery say that Silas Carle so told them. 
Second—That I receive a salary of $2.700, 
and $¡*5 per annum for pay of a porter. 
Third—That I presented a bill for such 
porter's or janitor's services for three 
y e a rs , and that the same is illegal. 
In response to these annoymous commu­ 
nications, I ray, in brief, I never demanded 
$400 or any other sum of Mr. Carle, or the 
firm of Carle & Croly. or of any one else, 
for any purpose wbatsoever.and that neither 
Mr. Carle, nor the firm of Carle & Croly, 
nor any one else, ever offered me any sum 
of money or thing of value for my influ­ 
ente with the Board, or for any other pur­ 
pose whatsoever. 
Furthermore, that as 
Sujierintendent of Schools I have had no 
vote in the Board and no voice in the de­ 
liberations of the Building and Repairs 
Committee, composed of Directors E. K. 
Alsip and Frank Avery. 
So far as niv salary is concerned, it is 
fixed by law, and has heen draw regularly 
by my predecessors, both Republican and 
Democratic, and will he accepted. I doubt 
not, by my successors. The Superintendent 
is paid $225 per month, $50 of which be­ 
longs to the Truant Officer, and $25 of 
which is for office rent. In addition to 
this, $8 per month was allowed Rev. Mr. 
Hill. Add. C. Hinkson and S. C. Denson 
for cleaning their offices, and the records of 
the office show it. I discovered this after 
a time, and presented my bill to the Board 
for the same, reinforced by a statement in 
writing from Add. C. Hinkson and Judge 
S. C. Denson, ex-Superintendents, that they 
had received the same during their entire 
terms. 
Only one Director at first voted 
against paying the bill, and he lias every 
month since voted in favor of paying it, 
My successor, he he Republican or Demo­ 
crat, will receive the same. This brings the 
value Of the office to about $150 per month. 
So far, the office has been actually worth 
only $1.300 per year to me, and no more. 1 
have given the affairs of the department all 
my time, and in every instance have sub­ 
ordinated my personal affairs to the inter­ 
ests of tlie schools, whenever such interests 
appeared in the slightest to conflict. Should 
I be re-elected, I will do as well as I have 
done in the past, and protect, to the utmost 
of my ability, the interests of the schools, 
the teachers, the pupils and the public con­ 
cerned, and at the same time defend myself 
from cowardly aspersion. 
W ith reference 
to what Directors Alsip and Avery are re­ 
ported to have said they were told bv 
Mr. Carle, 
I cannot conceive how 
it 
was possible for Mr. Carle 
to

said 
anything 
of 
the 
kind. 
Assuming that Messrs. Alsip and Avery are 
correctly quoted, I might indulge in state­ 
ments regarding those gentlemen and the 
probable motives 
that 
actuated 
them, 
which might involve them in explanations 
and raise issues of veracity. 
But I have 
no disposition to do this. Conscious of my 
own rectitude, I do not propose to assail 
those not now before the people as candi­ 
dates for public favor. If there were any 
possible ground or reason for tlie charges 
said to have heen made against me, it will 
suggest itself to those who believe in fair 
dealing, that the matter should have been 
made public 
long ago, and have been

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 
11 ALLI NA It V9. McCoXN.—Justice I'OSt 
yesterday rendered his decision in the case 
of Hallinan vs. McConn. tried and taken 
under advisement November 20th. It will 
be remembered that Henry McConn re­ 
quested J. J. Hallinan—both parties are 
residents of San Francisco, and sporting 
m en—to purchase a pool for him on a cer­ 
tain horse in a race which was to take place 
at San Francisco last March. Hallinan 
bought a pool for $200. McConn said that 
was higher than he wanted to go, and 
McConn took half of it himself. promising 
to repay Hallinan the next morning, and 
before the race. This he failed to do. The 
horse upon which the pool was bought 
failed to win, and McConn continued to 
owe the debt. At the la*t State Fair Halli­ 
nan attached money that McConn had in 
the jtool box, to reimburse himself. When 
the case came up for trial in November the 
defense pleaded that it was a gambling 
debt, and that no sufficient consideration 
had been shown. Justice Post held that 
there was no gambling between the parties 
to the suit, and that the consideration for 
the money was the half-interest in the pool 
ticket sold. McConn was “entitled to de­ 
mand from the pool-sellers, if he desired, 
before the race, the monev paid in for him. 
He accordingly gave judgment for plain­ 
tiff, with a stay of proceedings for five days. 
P olice Court.—In the Police Court, yes­ 
terday, the cases of John Brown and Fred 
McKenzie, charged with battery, wore dis­ 
missed, at the request of the prosecuting 
witness, on payment of costs 
Frank 
M ankin’s case of battery was continued 
until this morning, the prosecuting witness

R ew ard O ffe r e d.—Governor Stoneman 
yesterday offered a reward of $3ou for the 
arre>t and conviction of the party or parties 
who so brutally murdered, on or about 
November 7th, M. Donnelly, a farmer who 
resided near Lincoln, in Placer county. It 
will be remembered by the readers of this 
paper, that Donnelly, disappeared] very 
mysteriously about the time mentioned 
aliove. and that on Monday last his 
mangled remains were found Lv a sheep- 
lierder in a clump of bushes not far from 
his home. The body had been chopped to 
pieces in a horrible manner. The face and 
front part of the head and both arms and 
legs had been chopped off and were gone. 
A gash under the left arm showed where a 
large knife had been plunged into his heart. 
Portions of his intestines were found hang­ 
ing on the brush several yards from the 
place where the body was found, giving 
rise to the apparently correct theory that 
Donnelly had been murdered, and then 
chopped to ¡pieces and taken to that se­ 
cluded place for concealment.

A published call on Thursday stated that 
there would be a meeting in the banquet- 
room of Grangers' Hall Friday evening, tq 
which, it was stated, ' “ All who were in 
sympathy with the belief that the Chinese 
must peaceably go were invited." The 
object of the meeting was for the purpose 
of making arrangements for future mass 
meetings, when prominent speakers will 
be present and deliver addresses. 
Last evening long before the hour ap­ 
pointed, the room. which is in size 40x20, 
was literally packed, the hall and stairways 
full of people, and a hundred or more were 
down stairs upon the sidewalk who could 
not gain admittance. 
The meeting organized by the selection 
of the following officers: President. Wm. 
T anner; Secretary. Patrick Hussey; Ser­ 
geant-at-Arms, James Dooley. 
The first speaker. W. H. Wier, was just 
concluding his speech as the reporter suc­ 
ceeded in elbowing his way into the room, 
llis remarks were mainly directed toward 
the evil arising from the presence of the 
Chinese; their control of the labor market; 
their forcing wages down to a point where 
a white man could not compete with them 
and live: their introducing and dissemi­ 
nating vices that are annually ruining 
thousands of the youth of both sexes; 
their taking from the United States gold 
and silver, leaving the country as barren of 
wealth as a western cyclone dora of timber 
the land over which it sweeps. He closed 
by saying they leave nothing with us. not 
even their miserable carcasses after death. 
If the country is not good enough for their 
putrid bodies to rot in, it is not good enough 
for them to live in. [Prolonged cheers.] 
The Chairman said the meeting was 
called for an interchange of ideas, and he 
hoped any gentleman who had anything to 
say relative to the labor question or the 
Chinese evil, would not be backward, but 
come forward and address the meeting. 
a k n ig h t of la bo r spea k s. 
Noble Fisher stepped forward and said : 
Mr. President and Fellow-workers : I had 
no knowledge until to-day that this meet­ 
ing was to be called at this time. I thought 
it quite strange that it should be called to 
consider to-night the Chinese problem, 
when it is well known that a large Con­ 
vention is now in session at San Francisco 
discussing this same subject. The one at 
San Francisco is called by the Knights of 
Labor, and three members of that Order 
from this city are there taking part in their 
deliberations. The speaker before me said 
he hud fought four years to free the negro. 
Admitting that to" be true, has he not 
fought twenty years since to imprison 
while labor? W hat are the Chinese Six 
Companies but corporate monopolies? 
W hat brought this Chinese curse upon us? 
The railroads did it. Congress has given 
them our eminent domain when it was 
not theirs to give. You pay double price 
for the o«ld quarter sections of land. The 
railroad filch the land, and then you are 
made to pay enough for what is" left to 
cover the whole. The Knights of Labor 
have grown in the last nine years in the 
United States and Canada with a rapidity 
almost unparalleled, and to-day we number 
nearly 200,000 members 
WHO STAND SHOULDER TO SHOULDER 
For the emancipation of slavery. You la­ 
boring men here to-night stand in the same 
position as the yellow slave, except that he 
has been introduced to degrade you to his 
level if possible. The speaker then re­ 
ferred to the Hazard lien bill, which was 
introduced at the last Legislature, and 
claimed that it was prevented from becom­ 
ing a law by the corporations. That bill, 
he said, gave the laboring man rights he 
did not enjoyrand for that reason it was 
killed. He was extremely hitter in his re­ 
marks against Assemblymen Jordan and 
Firebaugh. whom he termed tools of the 
corporations. 
At this juncture a man in the hallway 
cried out, “ Adjourn to the street. Tliere 
are a thousand men outside who want to 
hear." 
The President put it to a vote whether 
the meeting should adjourn to the side­ 
walk, and it was voted down. 
Mr. Fisher continued : The Knights of 
Labor of this city can do nothing until the 
work is completed by the Convention now 
in session in San Francisco. It would not 
do for us to take any steps at this time. He 
then related an incident which occurred in 
San Francisco on Thursday, to show the 
dire extremities that 
A DESTITUTE WIDOW 
Resorted to in order to get a crust of bread 
for her two starving children.which he said 
was entirely attributable to the fact that the 
Chinese laborers of San Francisco had closed 
every avenue in the metropolis against vir­ 
tuous girls and pure women earning a living 
by honest toil. The American people can 
he driven so far, but no farther. The man 
who would starve himself, see his wife and 
little ones die for want of proper food is a 
cur. [Applause.] He then paid his re­ 
spects to the Courts and the law as admin­ 
istered bv them. You can. he said, convict 
and punish a man for stealing a horse : he 
is convicted and punished, but he who 
steals a human life either is let go scot free 
or they keep him so long that he dies 0 11 
their hands. The Chinese were brought 
here for the purpose of crushing labor. 
HE is A DOMESTIC ANIMAL. 
He lias control of all the market garden­ 
ing. When the Assessor invades his domi­ 
cile, he finds no wife and little children, no 
property to assess—in fact he cannot find 
the bed upon which he sleeps. They will 
make of oar young men tramps, "of our 
wives and daughters the vilest of the vile. 
We are not far removed from that condi­ 
tion now. The speaker then referreil to a 
large business house in this citv. which he 
said started in a few years ago \jv employ­ 
ing a large number of girls to sew for them. 
They secured an immense trade, he said, 
and since then have discharged the white 
girls, and in their stead now give employ­ 
ment to 130 or 200 Chinese in Chinatown. 
And still, he exclaimed, your wivgfcjmd 
daughters patronize that establishment. 
He was exceedingly bitter toward the firm, 
and said they had become so violent in 
their opposition to white labor, that they 
had changed the original name of the 
store, from the fact that it had something 
of a labor ring. W hite labor, he says, go 
to that establishment and 
BUYS THE PRODUCT OF CHINESE LABOR. 
They are 
1 1 0 worse, he claimed, than 
many other business firms in the city. 
"W here are the business men to-night? 
Hands up if there is any in the house. 
They are not here. Nature's gentlemen are 
those who work. Labor produces all. and 
the product belongs to labor.' 
The speaker read a lecture to the work­ 
ing men of this city. He said they were 
too apathetic. They would not turn out 
in public demonstrations and assist the 
Kmglits of Labor, an organization that is 
doing its utmost to remove the Chinese 
from your midst. They have done noble 
work in Washington Territory, Wyoming, 
Los Angeles, and are now at work in San 
Francisco. Why do you pass the Knights 
of Labor coolly by and ask the store­ 
keepers to come tip here? W hen the re­ 
sult of that meeting is reported we will 
then move and act, and until then let us 
bide our time. 
The Chairman. Mr. Tanner, said he was 
one of the instigators of the meeting, and 
from the remarks of Mr. Fisher he judged 
the latter was trying to throw cold water 
0 11 them. The object of the meeting was 
for the purpose of demonstrating tlie fact 
that 
LABOR WAS BEIN'- MONOPOLIZED RY TltF. 
CHINESE, 
And to provide, if possible, a remedy. If 
Mr. Fisher came here thinking he was to 
listen to addresses by the business men of 
Sacramento, he was laboring under a delu­ 
sion. From ivlia; the speaker could learn, 
the business men of this city were in sym­ 
pathy with the movement—were in favor 
of rendering the workingmen all the assist 
anre possible—and all the merchants he 
had conversed with were of the opinion 
that something should be done. We want 
to show them, he said, the condition we 
are in. The 
number present 
was 
far in excess of what he had antici­ 
pated. 
Business men are willing to 
address our meetings, and their speech­ 
es and influence will work a great 
deal of good. Turner Hall has been se 
cured. Once organized we will he in a 
position to show the business men the de­ 
plorable condition many of those who live 
by labor are now in. He had. he said, 
wife and five children to support. The 
past week lie worked two davs. la-t week 
* 
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one day and a half, and the week before 
that he could get no employment at all. It 
is business men whom I live upon, he said, 
a d when I want to secure work they are 
the parties whom I desire to enlist on mv 
side.A Voice—If they continue to give you 
so much work you will get fat 0 1 1 it. 
Mr. Tanner—Well, I certainly will never 
get fat off of no work at all. If we wish 
to be released from the Chinese curse we 
must have the business men's co-operation. 
Voice—Is there a business man in this 
room? 
Voice No. 2—Yes. there is one, the news­ 
paper reporter, and its marbles to nickels 
that he employs a Chinese cook. 
Mr. Tanner continued in a sensible 
strain, advising 
CO-OPERATION WITH THE BUSINESS MEN 
Of the community, but his remarks were 
interrupted frequently by' parties, who 
claimed that the business men were wedded 
to the Chinese, and opponents of white 
labor. 
Noble Fisher again took the floor, and 
spoke for some fifteen minutes, going over 
the same ground and claiming that the 
Knights of Labor had accomplished much, 
and that all the blessings enjoyed by the 
laboring man were due to the efforts of 
that organization in their behalf. He said 
they were the cause of the Union Pacific 
putting down fare to one cent a mile. 
W hat do you pay 0 11 the Central Pacific? 
A voice—We don't pay nothing. 
Mr. Fisher—I know you; you tackle the 
brake-beams. Who was the first man to 
cut down wages in this State? 
A voice—Denis Kearney. 
Mr. Fisher—You are right. He advised 
the laborer to work for a dollar a day. while 
he was scooping in the shekels from the 
corporations. The Knights of Labor want 
you to recognize the fact that without them 
you can do nothing. W ith them you can 
command corporate monopoly. 
James Dooley—We did not come bere to 
make a political meeting of this. We are 
ne.ther Democrats nor Republicans nor 
Knights of Labor. We want to pull to­ 
gether. 
Mr. McTimey was the next speaker. He 
wanted to know whether it was a matter of 
business or sympathy with the business 
men. He thought if it was synipathv it 
amounted to but little. He said he called 
yesterday at a large flour mill in this city 
and asked for employment, but it could not 
be obtained. 
ALL THE EMPLOYES WERE CHINAMEN. 
Except one, who was the grain weigher. 
He said just as soon as a Chinaman could 
be obtained who could read figures that 
“ white man would have to go.” Who 
buys the flour from that mill ? The white 
laborers. The business men have never 
staid with us in the past and they 
are not with us now. We don't want the 
business man to bamboozle the laborer at 
this time. 
The Chairman—I will say this for the 
Clunie warehouse. They have discharged 
all of their Chinese help. 
A voice—It is no such a d—n thing. 1 
was there to-day. and saw them at work. 
That is some of Tom Clunie’s taffv. 
A voice in the rear—We want nothing to 
do with the business men. They think 
more of a Chinaman than they do of a 
white laborer. To h—1 with them, and 
Chinese, too. 
G. W ilmender was thenext speaker. He 
is the individual who asked the Governor 
some days ago for labor, and when it was 
denied him, he said it would force him to 
steal or beg, and he be d - d if he would 
beg. He spoke tor several minutes, told a 
sad story of a wife and little ones whom he 
had to support, and of the fact that he could 
not get employment. He became so af­ 
fected in relating his condition that he 
wept. His interview with the Governor 
was then read from the Daily Bee by Mr. 
Fisher. In alluding to the paper he called 
it the Tumble Bug, which caused much 
laughter. Mr. Fisher’s opinion of the Sac­ 
ramento press was a very poor one, indeed; 
in fact, he thought there was not a decent 
paper this side of Denver. Mr. Wilmender 
became rather violent in his remarks, and 
between his tears said 
ALL THE MERCHANTS ARK THIEVES 
And robbers. There is not one but that 
will rob you. They will tell you they are 
losing money on their goods, when at the 
same time they are robbing you. They 
may be losing money on their goods, but I 
notice that they all "build fine mansions. 
A. Le Blanc said he had been watching 
the business men of Sacramento for twenty- 
four years, and they were a sorry lot. They 
all bought of the Chinese. His grocer 
would buy a sack of potatoes from a 
Chinaman for fifty cents, and then sell it to 
him for $i 25, and claim he was losing 
money on the goods. He had made up his 
mind to trade in the future directly with 
the Chinamen, and freeze out the grocers, 
who were the middlemen. His remarks 
were very inflammatory, and would indi­ 
cate that honest men were scarcely to be 
found outside of those classed as laborers. 
W. H. W ier was called out again and 
said : You have heard enough to-night to 
satisfy any one of the importance of the 
work before you. We must have harmony 
—a union of hearts, a union of hands, and 
every man with his shoulder to the wheel, 
we can accomplish much. We must have 
1 1 0 discord nor contention, but with one 
common consent stand together, and the 
thing desired will be accomplished. 
On motion, the meeting adjourned to the 
call of the Chair, which will not be until 
after the close of the San Francisco Con­ 
vention.

N fw Y o r k , November 26, 1885. 
I’ardon me, sirs of the editorial corps, if 
1 this week depart from the custom of cor­ 
respondents, and give you very dogmatic 
criticism, and very little of that. W hy? 
do you ask. Because‘‘I reckon,” as they 
say away down South, that readers prefer 
news to the chatter of correspondents. 
You know, or ought to know it. that the 
correspondent from a great city, as a rule, 
writes too much as if his readers knew all 
al»out the metropolis from which he posts 
bis.letter. I realize the danger of such an 
idea. 
Now. it so happens that since I 
wrote you last there has much of interest 
happened in New York, and I propose to 
tell your readers of some of the things 
that have transpired in the world of Man- 
hattandom. 
A NOTADLE EVENT 
Was the death and funeral of the great 
merchant, H. B. Claflin. Few rich men 
were every so universally esteemed, and 
few employers are ever loved as he was by 
those dependent upon him. At his funeral 
there were real tears shed by the multitude, 
and the eulogiums were sincere and for 
once true. Beecher seldom officiates at a 
funeral, but in this case he did so, and 
with a depth of feeling I never saw mani­ 
fested by one of the cloth before. 
We 
have had lively meetings of the Con­ 
gressional 
ORDNANCE COMMITTEE. 
And all big iron and steel manufacturers 
and workers have been before it. The up­ 
shot will be a report recommending that 
Congress make an effort to foster the man­ 
ufacture of heavy ordnance in this coun- 
Iry. But it cannot be done except the 
Government makes heavy advances to the 
workers. There is no manufacturer in all 
our land who can afford to put up the 
necessary money, and take the chances of 
failure. The Government must do that. I 
do not believe Congress will assume the 
risk. It isn't our style in this country. 
We want the contractor to take all the 
chances, you know, though sometimes we 
do take a had job off his hand. 
BASEBALLISTS 
W ill be interested to know that the scheme 
of a new organization, independent of the 
National League, is taking on much vital­ 
ity. The object is to protect all clubs east 
of the Alleghanies from the jumping of 
players from any of the other organiza 
tions. Not all Eastern clubs, however, go 
into the new Society, hut enough have 
done so to give the thing a good deal of 
character. 
Bartholdi lias come, and is about to go; 
in fact, I believe he is to be off as I write. 
The truth, let me tell you, is that this dis­ 
tinguished man of bronze goes away to 
France again much disgusted. Not at 
what we have done, but at what we have 
not done. In the name of goodness, let 
everyone who can spare a dollar, send it to 
the Pedestal Committee, and get a miniature 
copy of the great statue, and thus help we 
poverty-stricken Knickerbockers out of a 
tight place, 
We are having a big row over the open­ 
ing of our 
MUSEUMS ON SUNDAY. 
Borne hard-shells oppose the idea, but they 
are gradually giving way. and the better 
sense of the more enlightened clergy, and 
the better thought of the managing directo­ 
ries, are coining to the conclusion that 
these institutions are preferable as agencies 
to influence the people who will visit them 
on Sundays, than the beer gardens and 
places of hilarious character. The crazy- 
work fair proved a great success. I cannot 
begin to tell you of the two thousand exhib­ 
its and over of needle-work, but you can 
just imagine all you please, and it will not 
reach reality. I am not at ail given to ad­ 
miration of this style of art. but I must 
confess that this show fairly took me off 
toy feet with its brilliancy, and the exquis­ 
ite character of much of the embroidery 
and other needle-work. 
THANKSGIVING PAY 
Is being more generally observed to-day 
than for many years—that is, publicly. The 
streets have been filled this morning witli 
the people flocking to the churches, de­ 
spite the horrible condition of the thorough­ 
fares, and I learn that the services have 
never been so well attended. .

A PEAL ENGLISH LORD 
Here last night in a pulpit—Adelbert Percy 
Cecil, brother to the Karl of Exeter.

He 
is a disciple of a new school of fiberal bnt 
very literal Christians, of which we know 
little in this country. Though the young 
man has wealth and title, he devotes him ­ 
self to hard missionary work for the new 
creed he has pinned his faith to. and he 
gives liberally of his means to further the 
work of the little band of believers.

Yesterday was 
EVACUATION DAY 
And two old veterans, one aged 60 and one 
were the only soldiers of the event who 
responded to the call to dinner at the Ton­ 
tine. Some Grand Army men and the 
grandchildren of some’ revolutionary 
heroes got together and escorted the old 
men to the place of assembly, to the stir­ 
ring piping of the fife and the rattle of the 
drum . The flag was run up on the old 
fort in Central Park, and an ensign floated 
at the head of the staff in the battery. In 
a vear or two more there will be no vet­ 
erans to celebrate the day. an anniversary 
that, sad to think, is dying out of observ­ 
ance. The death of the Vice-President 
was the chief topic yesterday in political 
circles, and gave rise to ail sorts of specula­ 
tions as to the succession, and as to what 
might happen if the President should now 
“drop out.'’ The general thought of sober- 
thinking men is that nothing startling 
would happen and that we would find 
things in business and government to go 
right on as before.

V GREAT STORM 
Early in the week all along this coast, and 
the damage was very extensive and heavy. 
The estimate ot the Herald is that between 
Sandy Hook and Bay heed there was a loss 
•f $100,000. A gentleman connected with 
that pa¡tcr, who had the ta-k of footing up 
the data for that estimate, assures me that 
it is rather below than above the sum 
named. 
As to the damage front flooded 
¿cellars, torn down structures, light awn­ 
ings, signs and such things of exterior at­ 
tachment. to say nothing of the loss in 
gardens and private grounds, there is no 
way of arriving, even approximately, at 
the loss to the people of New York. ’ One 
thing the storm accomplished—it gave our 
drains and sewer- such a scouring 
as they have not had in many a day.

Practical Hints. 
Always serve grated cheese with maca­ 
roni, except when it is baked with cheese. 
It is said that “ mineral " water manu­ 
facturers are now availing themselves of 
the advantages to be derived from the use 
of glycerine in the preparation of liquids, 
flavors, etc., which are so much in request 
in beverages. 
To remove unpleasant odors burnt coffee 
is the best disinfectant, and it is very agree­ 
able. For water-closets, night chairs, etc.. 
chloride of lime and even common lime 
should be used. Or sugar of lead, one 
ounce; aquafortis, one ounce; in nearly 
one quart of water. This is effectual in 
cleansing utensils from bad odors. Or 
charcoal powder and camphor dissolved; 
the articles well rinsed with the composi­ 
tion. 
A workman engaged in tlie'mauufacture 
of vinegar says: “ Pure apple cider is 
worth 30 cents a gallon. Sawdust cider 
costs about one-fourth of that. We take 
the sawdust from a couple of wood yards— 
hemlock, hickory, maple—every kind, just 
as it comes. We dump it into a big retort 
and heat it with a coal fire. Just 40 per 
cent, of what boils over is crude vinegar. 
When the wood reaches a certain point in 
the heating process it becomes charcoal and 
is cooled off and sold to filter makers. We 
can beat the grangers on the vinegar busi­ 
ness and not half trv.'’ 


“ D ie d G a m e.”—The Downieville Messen­ 
ger furnishes the following account of the 
hanging of James O 'N eil: 
On Monday lie said to a lady who visited 
him and reminded him that" he had only 
five days more in which to prepare for 
eternity : “ Five days is plenty long’ enough 
for a fellow to wait to go to hell in a hand- 
basket, ain’t it ?" Thursday night he slept 
but half an hour. When brought out of 
the jail Friday morning he was smoking a 
cigarette, and appeared as cool and uncon­ 
cerned as any of the spectators. 
He 
mounted the gallows with a firm step, and 
as he stood upon the fatal trap wiiile the 
final preparations were being made, not a 
muscle quivered. Just as the black cap 
was drawn he hade good by to Dr. Jum p 
and a few others among the spectators 
whom he recognized, at the same time tak­ 
ing his hat from his head and slinging it 
into the crowd. No priest attended him 
and no prayers were said. The black can 
was drawn over his face, and, amid the 
deathly stillness of those present, the bolt 
was drawn and the body shot downward 
six feet, which had been allowed for the 
dump. After hanging eighteen minutes, 
life was pronounced extinct, and the body 
was cut down and placed in the coffiti. 
After the drop fell, there was not a move­ 
ment of a muscle visible. The neck was 
broken by the fall. O’Neil shot and killed 
John Woodward, near Webber Lake, in 
the summer of 18*4. He was on I v 20 vea rs 
old. 
Sw allowed Snakes.—The Reno (Nev.) 
Gazette of November 28th is responsible for 
the following: 
The wife of Lent Allen, a prominent cit­ 
izen ot Churchill county, has been an in­ 
valid for a long time. Occasionally her 
sufferings were great, and recently her ail­ 
ments were more serious, such as to cause 
her friends to almost lose hopes of her 
surviving. Wiiile laboring under the most 
acute pain, accompanied with symptoms of 
inflammation of the stomach and bowels, 
the most heroic medicines were used.

Two Felton youths went to San Francis­ 
co recently to see the sights. At home they 
are considered “ bloods,” ready to do any 
kind of mischief, and imagined they eould 
do likewise in the metropolis.

HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 


S pa n ish O n io n F r it t e r s.— Peel and slice 
them as in the foregoing recipe ; dip them 
in beaten egg and crumbs or an ordinary 
batter, and fry in a liberal quantity of fat. 
S pa n ish O n io n s F r ie d .—Peel and cut in 
slices crosswise; separate the rings from 
each other without breaking them ; dredge 
them in flour and fry in as much fat as is 
necessary to fry doughnuts, which must be 
very hot. When brown drain and sprinkle 
over them a little salt. 
A p p l e D u m pl in g s.-—Make a crust as for 
j>ies. Pare and core the apples, then fill 
them with sugar and butter and roll each 
in a piece of crust sufficient to cover it 
well, folding it over neatly on the top. 
Bake in a well-buttered tin half an hour 
in a quick oven. To be eaten with any 
kind of pudding sauce. 
A p p l e F r it t e r s.—Pare, core and cut the 
apples in slices crosswise; dip them in the 
batter and drop them in a liberal quantity 
of very hot fat; fry to about the color of 
doughnuts. Prepare the batter as follows : 
Beat the yolks of three eggs, add a gill of 
milk, a saltspoonful of salt, and four heap­ 
ing teaspoonfuls of flour; mix. Some 
flour may require more liquid to make the 
batter the proper consistency. 
B rea k fa st M u f f in s.—Sift together one 
pound of flour, a teaspoonful of salt and 
two teaspoonfuls of baking powder. Beat 
together a tablespoonful of sugar, two 
tablespoonfuls of creamery butter and the 
yolks of two eggs: add to the flour; heat 
the whites of the eggs, and add them also; 
add a little over half a pint of scalded 
cream ; mix, half till the hot buttered 
muffin rings and bake in a quick oven.— 
[The Cook. 
H o m in y M u f f in s.—Pound one pint of 
fine cold-boiled hominy to a smooth paste; 
adil to it half a pint of flour, one teaspoon­ 
ful of salt, an heapingtablespoonful of bak­ 
ing powder. Beat the yolks and whites of 
two eggs separately; add to the yolks two 
ouuces of butter, same of sugar and a scant 
pint of lukewarm milk. Mix these ingre­ 
dients together and stir into the flour, mix 
quickly, pour the batter into hot, well- 
buttered muffin rings, and bake in a quick 
oven. 
S pa n ish O n io n , B r o iled. —The large 
Spanish onions now in market are a most 
estimable vegetable, as they do not possess 
so strong an aroma as other members of 
this odoriferous family. Peel them care­ 
fully, and with a sharp knife cut moder­ 
ately thick slices ; brush butter over them, 
and also over the double wire broiler, to 
prevent sticking. 
Broil gently on both 
sides, remove carefully, so as not to disar­ 
range the sections and serve with a maitre 
d’hotel sauce. 
INTEREST-BEARING NOTES. 
The English railways kill only one out 
of 21,500,000 passengers carried. It is safer 
to go on a long railway journey in England 
than it is to take one dose of English gin. 
An Umbrella Loan Society is to be soon 
established in Berlin, with branch offices to 
he open in all parts of the city, where um­ 
brellas can be obtained in ease of a sudden 
shower. 
The man dealers in China are in posses­ 
sion of the richest traffic in the world. The 
coolies mortgage their wives and children, 
if they have any, for the faithful execution 
of their contracts—a transaction perfect!v 
legal in China. 
A club of 4,800 members, in Berlin, re­ 
cently advertised for six medical men to at­ 
tend tlieiu at a salary of $375 per annum 
each.

A Cilanco at Ite Growth and Suc­ 
cess-Biographical Mention o f 
the Members of the Firm. 


[FOrBTII rATEE.] 
It would not be possible, within the lim ­ 
its of this article, to give anything like a 
complete history and description of this 
widely-known house, as its career dates 
back %o the earlier years of the State ; and 
the im portant parts taken by its founders 
in affairs of world-wide celebrity would in 
themselves afford subject-matter for a small 
volume. The senior member of the firm, 
Collis P. Huntington, was born in Hawin- 
ton, Conn., October 22. 1821. He was at an 
early age obliged to depend upon his own 
exertions to stem the tide of fortune, so 
that when he came to California with the 
argonauts of 1S49 (in the historic ship 
Humboldt), he was well fitted, both phys­ 
ically and by mental training, for the im ­ 
portant part which he was destined to till in 
the mercantile history of the Golden State. 
Like the majority of new-comers, he was 
at first attracted to the mines, but soon 
aoandoned that calling to engage in mer­ 
cantile pursuits. H is farsightedness told 
him that Sacramento was the natural busi­ 
ness center ot the interior, and here lie 
concluded to locate. 
Before the close of 
1819 he was engaged in buying goods from 
the newly-arrived vessels from the East, 
and bartering them among the miners at a 


facturer whose wares equalled those of 
the English. H e sent an agent to the great 
founderies and machine shops in Pittsburg 
to ascertain what American files were used 
and stood the test of the English file- 
makers. His inquiry developed the fact 
that one brand of files manufactured in this 
country were equal to the best English 
brands, but that the manufactory was small, 
the only difficulty of machinists being their 
inability to obtain this brand of American 
files. Mr. H untington sent for the m an­ 
ager, to ascertain if 
the capacity of 
his manufactory could not be increased 
by the extension 
of 
credit 
in 
the 
way of capital based upon large orders. 
The answer was in the affirmative, where­ 
upon Mr. H untington supplied the m anu­ 
facturer with sufficient capital to enlarge 
his works and gave him orders which jus­ 
tified the enlargment. As a result, Ameri­ 
can files to day are equal to the best 
English article, and America adds another 
article to the list of her manufactures 
which successfully compete with the old 
established brands of the old world. 
Another instance relates to drill steel. 
When the Central Pacific was being con­ 
structed. and the vast work of tunneling 
the mountains was in progress, Mr. H unt­ 
ington was determined to find a steel which 
would answer as a substitute for English 
drill steel. The foremen of the work, in 
giving their orders, followed the traditional 
method of ordering English steel o n ly ; 
but the order to use American steel broke 
down the old barriers of superstition, and 
the house has steadily adhered to intro­ 
ducing the American article, where brands 
equal in intrinsic value to the English 
article could be found. Mr. H untington’s 
knowledge of American manufactures is 
equal to that of any other man on the 
continent. He has traced the history ol 
American manufactures until heis familiar 
with the details of every step by which 
American brands of axes, forks and edge 
tools have come into use. His accounts 
of the struggles that American m anu­ 
facturers have encountered in reaching the

handsome profit. In 1851 Mr. Huntington 
associated him self with his brother-in-law, 
Mr. Hammond, and a gentleman named 
Schultz, and the firm opened a hardware 
store—the nucleus of the present house. 
In 1852 Hammond and Schultz withdrew, 
and the following year their places were 
filled by Messrs. Massol and Merwin. This 
copartnership 
expired by limitation in 
1855, and Mark Hopkins and C. P. H unt­ 
ington 
formed 
the 
new 
firm 
of 
Huntington <fc Hopkins. 
The 
former 
was chief 
salesman, and 
the 
laiter 
looked after the accounts and finances. 
These gentlemen were admirably adapted 
to the business in which they hail engaged, 
and their success soon became assured. 
The name of the house spread to every 
town and mining camp on the coast, anil 
it did an immense business. The firm was 
enlarged in 18(18 bv the admission of Al­ 
bert Gallatin. W illiam R. S. Fove, Charles 


present high state of perfection constitute 
a very high embellishment to his conver­ 
sations, among which the most interesting 
incident relates to the history of the John 
Collins ax. Mr. Collins began in a small 
way to manufacture his axes. At that 
time the English axes were those almost 
solely in use in America. Collins m anu­ 
factured his axes, took them to the lead­ 
ing hardware houses in New York, solicit­ 
ed a contract to supply their trade. The 
merchants declined to give him the pricehe 
asked ; whereupon Collins informed them 
his axes would be introduced to their trade 
and would go into universal use. He con­ 
tinued manufacturing axes, sending axes 
throughout the country, selling them to 
woodsmen at retail. The ax was superior 
to the English manufacture, and very soon 
orders poured in on the wholesale estab­ 
lishments for the Collins ax. As the great 
leading hardware house in New York to

Miller and Horace H. beatón, the original 
proprietors being obliged to devote their 
time exclusively to their vast railroad in­ 
terests. The gentlemen just named had all 
been in the employ of the firm, and had 
become largely identified with its business. 
In January, 1872, the house purchased the 
goods and business of the Russell & Erwin 
Manufacturing Company, in San Fran­ 
cisco, and established a large branch estab­ 
lishm ent in the metropolis. which is now- 
under the management of Messrs. Gallatin 
and Fove. 
Mr. Seaton retired from the 
firm in 1S77. 
The death of Mark Hop­ 
kins in 1878 reduced the membership of 
the firm to Messrs. Huntington, Gallatin, 
Foye and Miller, who still manage its vast 
business. 
Miller has charge of the firm's 
business in New York and resides there. 
Theirs is the largest .hardware and iron 
house on the coast, and its business ramifi- 


whicb Collins had originally applied had 
none 
of 
the 
Collins axes 
to sup­ 
ply 
the 
trade, 
they 
bought

few 
axes and sent them to England for 
imitation. 
The imitation was a failure, 
and the very large order given the English 
manufacturers rem ained on their hands, as 
it is asserted, even to this day. 
Through­ 
out South America, Australia and southern 
Africa, the Collins ax is in as Common use 
as it is in the forests of Indiana and Ohio. 
These 
incidents 
could be extended, 
and relate to the manufacture of screws, 
butts, house hardware, American locks 
for doors, saws, and planes. 
In fact, 
as 
relates to saws, Spear & 
Jackson 
once held control of the American market. 
Now the American saw is not onl v preferred 
to the only English brand in America, but 
supersedes the English article in nearly all 
the colonies of Great Britain. The house 
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cations extend throughout not only the 
Pacific coast, but include also distant States 
and manufacturing countries beyond the 
tw-o great oceans. 
Mr. Huntington, the head of this house, 
is well-known 
throughout 
the nation. 
W hen the history o f the men who have 
created the commerce of America comes to 
be written, the name of C. P. Huntington 
will Occupy a very prominent position. In 
its highest aspects, merchandizing is the 
•science of distribution. The merchant is a 
distributor. 
He 
performs 
the indis­ 
pensable office of taking the products of 
the soil and the wares of the manufacturer 
to the consumer,to the economic advantage 
of both. The term merchant is applied in- 
discrimatcly to men who buy at one price 
and sell at another; but in the science of 
merchandizing, the merchant creates com­ 
merce. 
He promotes m anufactures: he 
stimulates consum ption; he directs the 
course of commerce into economic chan­ 
nels. The profitable production of bread- 
stuffs and meats of the world is not com­ 
pleted when the grain is lying on the 
wheat field, or cattle are fattening on the 
range. 
At that 
¡joint the science of 
merchandizing carries the product to that 
field where its consumption will be the 
most economic and carries back to the 
producer in exchange the articles, wares or 
merchandise of the consumer. 
Mr. Huntington is a merchant in the 
highest acceptation of that term. 
A few 
illustrative incidents will be given. 
It is well known to those familiar with 
the hardware trade, that for m any years 
England manufactured the files used in 
America. There was a superstition among 
the American iron-makers that no one 
could make files but the Euglish. Dur­ 
ing the war of the rebellion, when the 
English war-ship Alabama, floating the 
Confederate flag was driving American com­ 
merce from the seas, the English m anu­ 
facturer was reaping a rich harvest by 
manufacturing hardware for America and 
shipping it in English 
bottoms. 
The 
house of Huntington, Hopkins &. Co. being 
the largest importers of hardware on the 
Pacific coast, Mr. Huntington determined. 
Í possible, to find an American ruanu- 


of Huntington, Hopkins & Co. has thrown 
the influence of the Pacific coast in favor of 
American manufacturers everywhere, and 
thereby assisted them to get upon a firm 
footing, and in this sense it is pre em inent­ 
ly a house of merchants. 
Mark Hopkins, who was a lineal descend­ 
ant of one of the Pilgrim families, received 
a fair business education at his native 
place—Jefferson county. New York—and 
in his early manhood held positions in dif­ 
ferent establishments in the East. He bad 
saved up some money, and came to Cali­ 
fornia in company with E. H. Miller, Jr., 
in 1849, arriving in August of that year. 
After Miller and Hopkins arrived in Sacra­ 
mento, the former went to the mines at 
I’lacerville. ’ Not finding things to suit 
him, lie was returning to Sacramento, 
when he met Mark Hopkins on thetrM l, 
going to Placerville. 
Mr. Hopkins had 
now been engaged in business ol different 
kinds in Sacramento for about a year, but 
none of which bad proved satisfactory to 
him. W hen they thus met upon the trail, 
they sat down and talked over the pros­ 
pects ; Miller convincing Mr. Hopkins that 
• it was better for both to return to Sacra­ 
mento ana engage in business together. 
This resolution was at once carried into 
effect, and the conversation had on the 
mountain trail was the starting point of 
their business copartnership. 
They en­ 
gaged in the grocery business, commencing 
in July. 1850, their store being on J street, 
near Sixth. Here the firm prospered until 
1S54, when Mr. Hopkins resolved to join 
Huntington in the hardware business. The 
firm of Huntington <fc Hopkins then estab 
lished itself at No. 54 K street, where the 
business has since remained. 
Albert Gallatin was borne at Sparta, 
Livingston county, N. Y. 
He worked 
hard during his summers, while a boy. in 
order to acquire the means necessary to 
attend school in winter. In this way, also, 
he managed to secure a season’s course in 
a commercial school. 
While yet but a 
mere lad, he started West with less than 
$20 capital. At Hudson, Mich., he secured 
work in a hardware store, and rose to be 
chief salesman, which place he held four 
years. He lost his savings by a bank fail­ 


ure in 1857, and then worked a year in 
Lexington, Ky., from which place he came 
to California in 1860. He tried m ining at 
Salmon river, but w ithout success, and 
arrived in Sacramento in June of the fol­ 
lowing year without a dollar. H e hired 
out to Huntington it Hopkins as porter, 
from which hum ble position he rose to 
that of salesman. In 1864 he engaged in 
the hardware business with George P. 
Howe at Dayton, Nev., but sold out to his 
partner in 1867 and resumed the duties of 
salesman for Messrs. H untington & Hop­ 
kins. The next year he became a member 
of the firm. 
W. R. S. Foye is a native of Wiscassef, 
Maine, and received a good business educa­ 
tion in Boston. He came to California in 
1856, and in the following year engaged as 
salesman with the firm of which he is now 
a prom inent member. Mr. Foye gives his 
personal supervision to the ordering of sup­ 
plies and to the sales department of the San 
Francisco house, in which capacity he lias 
no snperior. He is a gentleman of modest, 
retiring disposition, and enjoys the reputa­ 
tion of being a shrewd, careful bus'iness 
man, and is a public-spirited citizen. 
Charles Miller, the rem aining member of 
the firm, was born in Green county, N. Y.. 
and came to California in 1856. He was at 
once employed as book-keeper for E. H. 
Miller, Jr., it Co., and remained with them 
until 1800, when he was installed as book­ 
keeper for H untington <fc Hopkins. 
In 
1862 he resigned and entered the employ of 
Hooker it Co., of which firm he subse­ 
quently became a member, and with it was 
absorbed into that of H untington, Hop­ 
kins it Co. 
The above is but a brief sketch of the 
history of the great hardware house re­ 
ferred to, but it will suffice to give an idea 
of its wonderful growth to the present 
time. Its immense store in Sacramento 
has a frontage of 80 feet on K street. There 
are three floors‘to the west half, each ICO 
feet in depth. The east 40 feet has three 
floors 80 feet in depth. In the latter are 
the offices, counting-rooms, sample and 
sportmen’s departments, eio. 
The base­ 
m ent is utilized as a vast storeroom for 
various classes of goods. The west half of 
the store is devoted to a general salesroom, 
with entry, receiving and stock clerks’ 
offices, etc. A large building running from 
L street to the alley, and connected with 
the main store by archways, is used for 
storerooms. It is 140x160"feet. 
It is im ­ 
possible to give a detailed list of the vari­ 
ous lines of goods carried by this firm. 
The San Francisco house fronts on Mar­ 
ket, Front and Bash streets, and is a hand­ 
some modern structure. 
The history of the house of H unting­ 
ton, H opkins it Co. is in part the history of 
the earlier days of the first great continental 
railroad. Both Huntington and Hopkins 
were 
men 
of great individuality and 
strong convictions. They were among the 
pioneer members ot the Republican party, 
being imbued with 
strong anti-slavery 
sentiments. In the incipient days of Re­ 
publicanism their store was the head­ 
quarters of men of that political faith, 
prom inent 
among whom were Leland 
Stanford 
and 
Charles 
Crocker, 
then 
merchants 
of 
this city; 
E. 
II. Mil­ 
ler, 
Jr., 
the grocer; 
T. 
D. Judah, 
a civil 
engineer: 
E. B. 
Crocker, a 
rising lawyer, and others. 
These men 
werd accustomed to meet and discuss poli­ 
tics and other im portant public matters, 
and among the latter the possibilities of 
building a railroad to connect the Atlantic 
and Pacific oceans. Men of less foresight 
regarded them as dreamers, and ridiculed 
the idea of such a scheme being practicable. 
But the more these big-brained men con­ 
sidered the subject the clearer they saw 
their way to accomplishment of the great 
enterprise. In the words of a chronicler of 
im portant events in the early history of the 
State: 
"O nce resolved to enter upon 
the gigantic work—determined by the far- 
seeing financial ability of Huntington, the 
cautious judgm ent of Hopkins, the exeeu- 
five ability of Stanford, the business con­ 
clusions of the Crockers and Miller, and 
the technical knowledge of Judah, and 
supported 
by a 
few, verv few, kin­ 
dred spirits—they 
began ’ the 
great 
work 
in 
the 
face 
of that which 
to ordinary 
men 
would have 
been 
accepted 
as 
insurmountable . obstacles. 
Naturally the time and abilities of Messrs. 
Huntington & Hopkins became absorbed 
in the grand trans-continental scheme, and 
as its scope widened they saw the necessity 
of transferring to other hands the manage­ 
ment of the great mercantile house, the 
profits from which had enabled them to 
extend their sphere of usefulness. Thus 
resulted the enlargement of the mercantile 
firm, as above described, and as it exists to­ 
day—the most extensive of its kind on the 
coast. Its grand success speaks volumes 
also for Sacramento as a business center.
